Civil Serviee Pensions,

The guestion of penslons for civil service
amployes of the goverament s again uppermont
at the session of the national conventlon of mail
It vitally concerns not
alone the mall men, but all those who are on

| the government payroll in appointive positions,

whelher It be federal, state, county or eity. The
exionsion of the meril system to cover public
vmployes has had the effect of establishing the
rermanency of employment, and making the
holder of the job as Independent of Lhe vicisal-
tudes of polities as may be. In only one ma-
terial way may his present position be vastly
improved, and that le by the establishment of
A pension system, to which the older and dis-
Alled members of the force may be retired,

The question has been up for debate for a
lung time, and much has been sald for and
ggainst I, Chief of the arguments in favor of
the ostablishment of the pension roll Is that
the service does not permit of advance beyond
a fxed Dmit, and that the pay s nol such as 1o
cosure a liberal eompetence, even by exercise
uf exiraordinary thrift., The result of this ¢on-
gition is that men cling to the payroll as long
s possible, and when removed by cause other
tran death or misbehavior, they are worn out,
e‘ther by work or mishap. To be protected
sgainet an old age of penury is what the elvil
sorvieea employe mska of the government,
Agnlnst the pension, the mo#st frequent and po-
tent argument iz that it discourages thrift. The
vmploye whose future s fixed by the govern-
ment will not be an prudent with his own af-
fairs as If he knew himuelf to be dependent on
hin own efforts.

Detalls of the plan need not be discussed
now. That the principle bas been adopted In
Cmaha a8 to school teachers, firemen and po-
licamen, indicates a wstrong local presumption
in favor of pensions for government employes.

Great Britaln's latest Invasion ot the United
Frates ix impressive enough, snd In time will
toma to recelive the attention It deserves, Jus'
now It Is llkely to be passed over as an Ineldent
In the course of a stupendous poiltieal and
evconomic upheaval that involves the world (n ita
ealaclysmic manifestation. One hundred and
eighty milllons (n gold and glit-edged American
mocurities have come from London to New York
within a fortnight, the richest of modern argo-
nios, 1o buoy up the credit of the Allies in their
business transactions with the manufacturers of
the UTnited States. In time of peace such a dem-
cusiration of actusl wealth would be unneces-
sary, but conditions now prevalling require the
immediate presence of the cash, To some de-
#1ee this situation Is prophetic of what must fol-
low the end of the war, for international credit
will yot be disturbed, and Europe's great nations
will rind the effects of thelr present debauch of
desiruciion a heriiage foi Eenerailons yet (o
come.

Nebraska's Tax Roll. ‘

According to the figures furnished from the
taxing hoard at the state house, the total wealth
of Nebraska foots up to almost two and one-half
billlons of dollars. This total ia probably not
vary far under the actua)l wealth of the staise,
but it Is not very Impressively set forth, Mere
higness of figures Is not especially desirable, yet
even normal modesty will warrant the truth be-
lug old, and the world is not aware of our sale
Pubit of dividing our possessions by five in order
to obtaln a basis for the tax levy. For this rea-
tun the array of figures as publinhed is likely to
give & distorted lmpression of the true situstion
iv Nebraska. For example, it will be rather em-
tarramsing to have sirangers think we possess
only $4,000,000 worth of houssheld goods for
1he accommodation of ap million and & quarter of
well-hovsed inbabitants. Nor is it likely that
the roll aets forth the exuct conditions az ragards
any divislon of our wealth, but so long as the
present method prevalls, so long will certain
discreépancies and inequalitiey exiat. The diffi-
cult problem of devising s satlefagtory method
for vaiuing property for taxasion purposes is still
unsolved,

OMAHA, Bepl. 7.—~To the Editer of The
Hew: The other morning | waa riding
wilh & land merchant and a represenia-
tive of an organisation of capital. Bald
the land merchant: “Let me 8l you,
John, without our friend hearing it. that
‘for rent’ signs are becoming too plantiful
in Omaha.' John very solemnly an-
swered, “You are right. Omaha Is be-
coming overbullt, Feople are lsaving old
houses and demanding hew ones,'” [ ven-
turned an explanation, when John fre-
marksd, I did not think 1 was going teo
start a #ngle tax discussion. ™

For the benefit of all ot me say that
you cannot speak of "for rent” signs and
“"everbullding’' in the presence of a single
taxer without marting something. So
listen 1o a few faots.

Omaha has been pinguiariy free of “for
rent” slgne for many years. If you do
not wish to see It Join the Denver and St
Louls class In this respect, listen:

Capital and labor unlta to produce
wealth. The primary easential for them
both s land. Neither can do a turn with-
out land, The land {8 owned by a few
Therefors both must pay tribute to thoss
few. The more enterprising thsy become
the greater becomes the demand for land.
Consquently the Migher wili rise land val-
uea and rent. The Nreateér must then be-
come tha tribute paid to the land owner
And the less will ba the reward (o both
capital and labor. This Is a plain and

palpable truth, but one which organiza-
tlona of capital, in their ignorance, Ig-
nore; one which, In Its lgnorance, orgun-

Ised Inbor doen not sed

To those who belleve (and 1 am one of
them) that Billy Sunday will improve the
moral tone of Omaba, et e say: 1If he
donn It will stimulate local enterprise. 1t
will encourage poople to come here
Omaha will grow. Land valuss and renta
will rise. Both capital and labor will pay
still highar tribute lo the owner of the
Iand, Finally the strain will reach Lhe
breaking point. Decline will commence,
Then what will become of the moral tone?
It must decline, oo, ¥or a laborer who
in hungry cannot view moral principles
in the same light wa when he is well fed,

maental sconomic tyuths. He would then
think a little more about alding In the
bullding of an economlc foundstion upon
which might rest a religious and moral
structure more enduring.
